There ave six hundred thou- 
sand children in the four prov- 
inces who yo to school and it is 
estimated that the saving in 
the cost of books will be large. 
Through the large number of 
books required it will be pos- 
sible for the printing firms to 
quote a much lower price than 
they have done in filling orders 
from one provineée only.

Happy New Year! With cach recurring new year this scason- 
able grecting and wish is extended by millions of people to each 
other. In some-cases, no doubt, it is done as a mere matter of 
form, but probably the vast majority of people do sincerely hope 
that the incoming year may bring a larger measure of happiness 
and a greater prosperity to their friends and neighbors, their coun- 
try and the world. 

The extending of this old-time wish, “Happy New Year,” if 
it is a sincere wish, implies much more than the utterance of the 
words, It imposes an obligation. If we sincerely wish that the 
new year may be a happy one, it is our duty to put forth the best 
that is in us to assist in bringing about a realization of our desire. 
And if all our New Year greetings and hearty handclasps are ac- 
companied with a resolve to interpret them in definite actions 
throughout the year there is not the slightest question but that the 
new year now dawning will be a most happy one. 

There is every reason why 1922 should far surpass 1921 in hap- 
piness and prosperity for all. It is inconceivable, for instané, that 
these Western Canadian Provinces should experience a repetition of 
the disasters which overtook the agricultural producers this year. 
Several years of poor crops in various sections of the country cul- 
minated this year in a crop, satisfactory on the whole so far as quan- 
tity of grain was concerned, but which, in the aggregate, did not 
yield to the producers the costs of production. Large in volume 
as the crop proved to be, it was a debt-producing crop rather than 
a debt-paying crop. Such a condition is not likely to be repeated 
in 1922, 

Industrial conditions were far from favorable during the year 
now closing, with the result that, not in Canada alone, but to an 
even greater extent in other countries, there was unemployment. 
The concensus of opinion now seems to be that the worst in this 
respect is past and that the new year will show a steady improve- 
ment, 

While taxation must for some years continue to be heavy in 
order to pay the war bills of the nations, the cost of living is stead- 
ily falling, so that the wage earner and the heads of families can 
look forward to a larger measure of relief on this score. 

A survey of world conditions is also hopeful. The dark cloud 
which has been hanging over our Empire in, connection with Ire- 
laud, and which threatened to break in a terrible storm of civil war, 
seems about to be dissipated. After long centuries of turmoil, 
agitation and strife, the Irish question appears to be on the eve 
of an amicable settlement. 

The much heralded Washington conference of the nations on 
the limitation of naval armaments has been a wonderful, almost a 
miraculous success. The nations have found a basis of agreement 
to end the costly and dangerous race for naval stipremacy. The 
probability of future wars is thus greatly lessened, and along with 
the removal of that threat, which was paralyzing the financial, in- 
dustrial, commercial and political world, confidence is returning and 
with it renewed business activity is certain. The reduction in the 
burden of taxation will likewise be considerable and will become 
sore and more apparent as time passes. 

All these circumstances give assurance that it is no idle wish 
to extend the greeting “Happy New Year.” What the world has 
long lacked is confidence. Let confidence be restored, and econ- 
emic conditions will soon right themselves. It should, however, be 
borne in mind that each individual citizen can exert a powerful 
intluence in the right direction. Never mere than now was there 
a time when the dead past should be allowed to bury its dead. 
Rather, like St. Paul, the Canadian people should forget those things 
which are behind and press toward those things which are before. 

Pessimistic feelings should be curbed. Blue ruin talk rigidly 
avoided. Expressions of confidence and words of hopefulness and 
encouragement should flow from every mouth, and our actions 
should be in keeping with our words. Ifa person finds himself 
or herself indulging in pessimistic feclings and the language of dis- 
couragement and despair, they should stop short. Such an atti- 
tude neither benefits themselves nor anybody else. It is a positive 
detriment to progress, destroys confidence, and is a constant source 
of unhappiness. 

Begin the new year right by cultivating a cheerful and hopeful 
disposition. It will make for happiness, your own and others. It 
is the basic foundation for a “Happy New Year.”

German Water Flare 


Found In England 


Picked Up In Woods And Sent To Air 
Ministry 

A German water flare has been 
found in Mar Forest, Deeside. Flares 
of this type were dropped by Zeppe- 
lins to. enable the commander to as- 
certain whether he was flying over 
land or water, or 

This particular flare, which was 
found by a ghillie and handed by him 
to the Prince of Wales, who sent it 
on to the air ministry, was no doubt 
dropped by the ill-fated Zeppelin 
L-20, which left Germany with nine 
other airships on the mornings of May 
2, 1916. The L-20 crossed the coast 
of Scotland at Lunan Bay and flew 
on past Montrose, where it turned 
inland, and flew past Brechin over 
the Forest of Mar and within 15 miles 
of Balmoral. It crossed the Mona- 
dhiiath Mountains and the Caledonian 
Canal. It then altered its course and 
flew east by north and dropped four 
bombs in the north of Aberdeenshire, 
they re-crossed the coast near Cruden 
Bay. 

Over the North Sea the L-20 met 
heavy winds and was driven against 
high land at Handhaes in Norway, on 
the morning Of May 8. The airship 
was badly injured and fell into a 
fjord and sank. Her commander was 
Captain-Lieutenant Stabert.

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Canada Much Improved 
During The Past Year 


Ottawa.—In a statement handed 
out, Sir Henry Drayton, minister of 
finance, reviews the financial condi- 
tion of Canada. He finds that busi- 
ness conditions have slowly but suro- 
ly improved during the past year, wna 
declares that Canadians may well 
look to the future with confidence. 
The statement is as follows: 

Notwithstanding a year of falling 
values and business difficulties the 
finances of the country have been 
wonderfully | maintained. The re- 
venue, exclusive of railways—the real 
consolidated fund revenue—instead of 
falling off as in December, has in- 
creased, 

The following statement shows the 
amount of this revenue set out for 
the eight months’

years:

The significance of this result is 
greater when it is realized that in the 
current year in this period only $68,- 
608,628 has been collected by cus- 
toms, as against $124,376,063 in 1920, 
a drop of $55,767,435. This deficiency 
has been more than made up in in- 
come tax collections, which amounted 
to $70,585,948.

France Accepts 
Naval Agreement 


Acceptance of U.S. Proposal 
Certain Resefvations 

Washington—Acceptance by France 
with reservation in the United States 
proposal of 175,000 tons in capital 
ships each for France and Italy, 
swept the arms conference forward to 
its next major problem—the submar- 
ine issue. Italy, it was stated oM 
cially, has already accepted the 175,- 
000 ton figure, conditioned only on its 
acceptance by France. 

Formal announcement of French 
acceptance and details of French re- 
servations apparently were reserved | 
by the sub-committee of 15 for the 
full nayal committeé of the confer- 
ence. The sub-committee did break 
its silence sufficiently, however, to 
publish the messages exchanged by 
Secretary Hughes and Premier Briand 
which led up to the action of the 
French delegation. The - messages 
were read and discussed by the sub- 
committee but the official communi-' 
que disclosed no more than the texts 
of the cables. 

The premier’s message showed that 
reservations attached to acceptance 
of the 175,000 capital ship tonnage 
had to do with “light cruisers, tor- 
pedo boats @md submarines.” This 
has served to bring the conference to 
a standstill until the submarine issue 
can be _ solved, when the five-power 
capital ship agreement will be com- 
pleted automatically. It is assumed 
the full naval committee was called 
to lay \out a programme for the dis 
cussion “ef submarines and anti-sub- 
marine craft, as the two are _ Inter- 
woven, in French and British opinion. 

“This implies that the auxiliary 
craft elements of the plan must be 
shaped into agreement before\the con- 
ferencé committees can return to rat- 
ify the capital ship agreement.

Winnipeg.—The special wheat pool 
committee of the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture in its report submitted to 
the council, finds it impossible to 
evolve a scheme for the establish 
ment of a wheat pool on the Jines 
laid down by the Council of Agricul- 
ture, 

The committee was appointed by 
the council at its meeting in Winni- 
peg in October, 1920, and has held 
five meetings. In addition much 
study has been given between ses- 
sions by its individual members to the 
matters entrusted to the committee, 
the report states. The report was 
adopted after a lengthy discussion, 

An alternative plan for a pool was 
submitted to the -eommittee, Ahe re- 
port states, but on account of the 
“expressed sentiment in Saskatche- 
wan favoring the re-establishment of 
the Canadian Wheat Board,” the 
committee made no recommendation 
on the plan. 


The work originally entrusted to 
the ‘committee was to ascertain if the 
conditions laid down by the council 
for the establishment of a wheat pool 
could be fulfilled and latterly to make 
alternative suggestions, if deemed 
advisable, 


The essential conditions laid down 
were principally as follows: 

(1) A minimum of 60 per eent. of 
the wheat to be assured to the pool 
by enforcable five-year contracts for 
the delivery of all their wheat by the 
participating farmers, * 

(2) Arrangement with country 
elevators for the handling of the 
wheat of the pool. 

(3)> Necessary financial arrange- 
ments, presumably to enable the pool 
manggement to make cash advances 
without hedging or sale until it were 
thought wise; and, 

(4) Certain -amendments to the 
Canada Grain Act. 

The committee, in itse~windings 
these conditions believes that under 
existing .conditions it would not be 
possible to. secure such contracts as- 
suring delivery to the pool ‘for five 
years of all the wheat of farmers 
raising 60 per cent. of the total, ana 
that if a sufficient number of farmers 
could be inducéd to sign such con- 
tracts many of them would find it é@if- 
ficult, if not impossible, to fulfill their 
obligations and contracts. Negotia- 
tions for handling and for the financ- 
ing of the project could not be carried 
very far without first being able to 


assure volume. and continuity, the 
finding states. The committee did 
not, therefore, enquire into these 


matters to any great extent, but it 
doubts that a great pooling undertak- 
ing under contracts would -receive 
friendly co-operation from the line 
elevator companies, 


Towns Get Benefit 


B.C. Makes Big Profit On Sale Of 
Liquors 

Victoria, B.C.—The Government of 
British Columbia is distributing $200,- 
000 of liquor profits among the towns 
and municipalities of the province, 
For the period, June 15 to September

net liquor profits, less what is set 
aside as required by the act for a re- 
serve fund. Into this fund $140,000 
of the profits for the foregoing period 
is placed. The division of the profits 
is according to population.
